NOTE—tThe figures in this report for 1950, 1951 and 1952 are provisional, while 
those relating to 1949 and earlier years are definitive. The number of births and 
deaths is exclusive of the number of late registrations i.e. births and deaths 
registered on the authority of the Registrar General. Deaths have been assigned 
so far as possible to the area of residence, and those of non-residents have 
been excluded. 


MARCH QUARTER, 1952. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3441, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4.7 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0.3 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1951. 

Of the total marriages, 3312, (or 4.7 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (129) is equivalent to 3.1 per 1,000 of the population other than” 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. ~ 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,090, of which 8,209 
were those of males and 7,881 those of females. 
The number represents a rate of 21.8 per 1,000 of the population, being 0.9 above that for the 
first quarter of 1951. 


The total includes 389 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.4 per cent of the total births 
recorded. - : 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,658; of this number, 5,819 were 
hose of males and 4,839 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 14.4 per 1,000 of the population, being 7.7 below the rate for 
the first quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 501, including 402 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 99 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter 
of 1951 were 621, 524 and 97 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the first 
quarter of 1952 was 0.6 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0.5 and all other forms 0.1. The corresponding rates for the first quarter of the preceding 
year were 0.7 and 0.1. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 3 from diphtheria, © 
29 from whooping cough, 2 from acute poliomyelitis and 6 from measles. Comparative figures 
for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,041 being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.4 per 1,000 of the population : in the corresponding quarter of 1951 the number was 1,059 
and the rate 1.4. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 88 compared with 1934 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1951. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 410 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 494. Corresponding figures in the March quarter of 
1951 were 773 and 708 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality——The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1.2 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 0.9 for the first 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 55, as compared with 58 for the corresponding quarter of 1951. 


Population.—The population at the 9th April, 1951, was 2,958,878 (1,506,508 males and 
1,452,370 females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1951. These 
figures are provisional.

The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3692, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5.0 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0.2 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1951. 

Of the total marriages, 3501, (or 5.0 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (191) is equivalent to 4.5 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 17,524, of which 8,964 
were those of males and 8,560 those of females. 

The number represents a rate of 23.8 per 1,000 of the population, being 1.3 above that for the 
second quarter of 1951. 


The total includes 421 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2. 4 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,731; of this number, 4,654 were 
those of males and 4,077 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 11.8 per 1,000 of the population, being 1.8 below the rate for 
the second quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 450, including 362 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 88 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the second quarter 
of 1951 were 610, 471 and 139 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the second 
quarter of 1952 was 0.6 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0.5 and all other forms 0.1. The corresponding rates for the second ee of the preceding 
year were 0.8, 0.6 and 0.2. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include, 2 from diphtheria, 
24 from whooping cough, 5 from acute poliomyelitis, 4 from acute infectious encephalitis 
and 27 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in 
Table If. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 945 being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.3 per 1,000 of the population. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 the number was 918 
and the rate 1.2. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 73 compared with 272 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1951. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 262 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 328. Corresponding figures in the June quarter of 
1951 were 432 and 310 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1.3 per 1,000 births registered, as — ed with 1.7 for the second 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of f infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 35, as compared with 46 for the corresponding quarter of 1951.

MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 5207, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 7.1 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0.8 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1951. 

Of the total marriages, 4923, (or 7.1 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the 


population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 


Church. The remainder (284) is equivalent to 6.8 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


- The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,845, of which 8,046 
were those of males and 7,799 those of females. 
The number represents a rate of 21.5 per 1,000 of the population, being 0.4 below that for the 
third quarter of 1951.

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 338, including 243 from tuberculosis of — 


the respiratory system and 95 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the third quarter 
of 1951 were 454, 335 and 119 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the third 
quarter of 1952. was 0.4 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 


being 0.3 and all other forms 0.1. The corresponding rates for the third quarter of the preceding 7 


year were 0.6, 0.4 and 0.2. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include, one from typhoid 
fever, 4 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 24 from whooping cough, 2 from acute poliomyelitis, 
3 from acute infectious enciphalitis and 5 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, 
so far as possible, are given in Table IT. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,030 being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.4 per 1,000 of the population. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 the number was 1,000 
and the rate 1.4. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 19 compared with 59 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1951. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 216 and deaths from the 


remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 201. Corresponding figures in the September quarter — 


of 1951 were 222 and 213 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1.6 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 0.9 for the third 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 567 deaths of infants under one year of age and 312 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 36 per 1,000 births registered ; 
while the neo-natal rate was 20, The infant mortality rate was the same as that for the correspond. 
ing quarter of 1951. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the 30th. June, 1952, the population was 2,948,000,

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YEAR 1952 





MARRIAGES 
The number of marriages returned during the year was 15,769 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.3 per thousand of the population ; this rate is 0.1 below that of 1951. Of the total marriages 
_ 15,037 (or 5.4 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (732) 
is equivalent to 4.4 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS ¢ 

The number of births registered during the year was 64,226 compared with a provisional 
figure of 62,587 for 1951. This was the first year since 1947 for which an increase in the number of 
births was recorded. The number of boys was 32,855 and the number of girls was 31,371, the 
_ proportion being 1,047 boys to 1,000 girls. 

The annual birth rate was 21.8 per thousand population compared with a rate of 21.2 per 
thousand population for 1951. 

There were 1,602 illegitimate births in 1952, equivalent to 2.5 per cent of all births. The 

corresponding figure in 1951 was 1,593 illegitimate births or 2.5 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 

The number of deaths registered in 1952 was 35,155 which is 7,257 less than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 18,986 and the number of female deaths was 16,169. 
_ The number of deaths was the lowest ever recorded for any year. 

The annual death rate in 1952 was 11.9 per thousand population, being 2.4 below the rate for 
the preceding year. 

There was a decrease from 26,660 deaths in 1951 to 21,963 deaths in 1952 in the age group 65 
years and over, which accounted for 4,697 of the total decrease of 7,257 at all ages. 


Tuberculosis ; 
Deaths from this disease in 1952 numbered 1,595 (1,229 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 366 from all other forms of tuberculosis). Figures for the year 1951 were 2,107, 1,669 
and 438 respectively. The death rate for all forms of tuberculosis in 1952 was 0.5 per thousand 
population. Table II shows that there has been a marked downward trend in the number of 
deaths from tuberculosis since 1947. The figures for 1952 are less than half those for 1947. 


Other Infective Diseases. 

The deaths from infective diseases include 2 deaths from typhoid fever, 10 from scarlet fever, 
7 from diptheria, 88 from whooping cough, 16 from acute poliomyelitis, 8 from acute infectious 
encephalitis and 45 from measles. There were 147 deaths from other infective and, parasitic 
diseases. 
- The large reduction since 1947 in the number of deaths from typhoid fever and from diphtheria 
will be observed in Table IT. 


Gastro Enteritis 

The number of deaths from gastro enteritis of children under 2 years of age was 166 compared 
with 176 in 1951. There has been a considerable decline in the number of deaths from this cause 
since 1949 when the number was 490. 


Malignant Neoplasms 

The deaths from malignant disease in 1952 numbered 4,114 compared with 4,054 in 1951. 
_ The rate in 1952 was 1.4 per thousand population which was the same as that for 1951. Comparing 
these figures with those for earlier years, it should be remembered that definitive figures for this 
disease are somewhat larger than provisional figures. 


Influenza 
The number of deaths for the whole year was 230 compared with 2,298 in 1951. The death rate 
in 1952 was 0.1 per thousand population. 


Other Respiratory Diseases 
In 1952 there were 1,128 deaths from pneumonia and 1,341 deaths from other diseases of the 
iratory system. The corresponding figures in 1951 were 1,691 deaths from pneumonia and 
1,466 deaths from other respiratory diseases. 


Maternal Mortality 
There were 81 deaths from diseases and complications of pregnancy, childbirth and puer- 
perium. The death rate was 1.3 per thousand births compared with 1.2 in 1951. 


Infant Mortality 
There were 2,646 deaths of infants under 1 year of age and 1,442 of these occurred at ages 
under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 41 per thousand births registered and the neo-natal 
rate was 22. The infant mortality rate was the lowest yet recorded. 


Population 
It is estimated that at the 30th June, 1952, the population was 2,948,000.
